Viewers must also hav e remembered, with 
so me misapprehensio n, that this was an 
ato mic bo mb and no t nearly so destructiv e 
as a hy dro gen bo mb wo uld be. 
If America can build and maintain its 
strength a mo dern war in which such 
weapo ns wo uld be emplo y ed may be av o ided. 
Our strength will depend o n o ur military and 
nav al fo rces. But it will also depend o n the 
preparedness and the mo rale o f o ur civ ilian 
po pulatio n. 
Civ ilian preparedness means 
Civ il Defense. 
One co uld no t watch the drama unfo ld 
witho ut beco ming pray erful. Here was a 
mighty fo rce set in mo tio n by man. It co uld 
so me day be used as po wer fo r his machines, 
as energy to build an ev en greater civ iliza­ 
tio n. At present, ho wev er, it is a weapo n 
which co uld co nceiv ably ,destro y a great part 
o f civ ilizatio n. May its po tential fo r ev il so o n 
v anish alo ng with hate fro m the hearts o f 
men! 


SEWARD’S VISION 
Altho ugh stateho o d fo r Alaska is no t 
likely at this sessio n o f Co ngress it seems 
inev itable that Alaska will beco me a state in 
time. It has pro v ed its v alue to the United 
States and has justified the v isio n o f Secre­ 
tary o f State William Seward, who risked 
ridicule to nego tiate its purchase fro m 
Russia in 1 8 67 . 
On March 3 0, 1 8 67 , the United States and 
Russia agreed to terms o f a treaty which 
pro v ided fo r the sale o f Alaska, then o wned 
by Russia, to the United States fo r $7 ,2 00,- 
000. Oppo nents o f the mo v e called the pur­ 
chase “ Steward’s fo lly ,” and talked o f the 
newly acquired territo ry as a tract o f wo rth­ 
less fro zen land. 
The purchase o f Alaska pro v ed to be o ne 
o f the wisest mo v es ev er made by an Ameri­ 
can secretary o f state. Its wealth in re­ 
so urces mo re than repaid the purchase price 
in a few y ears. With Alaska in the hands 
o f the United States the influence o f Euro ­ 
pean po wer o n this co ntinent dwindled. 
It is hard to predict ex actly when Alaska 
will co me into the unio n as a state. At pres­ 
ent it is likely that Hawaii will be admitted 
first. But when Alaska finally is admitted it 
will be the histo rical v indicatio n o f the v isio n 
o f William Seward.

THE BRITISH BURDEN 
•The broad problem of war that we must face 
requires an an aly sis of the position of Great Britain , 
which is the prin cipal American m ilitary base in 
Europe. Some British 
resen t this fact; 
man y 
American s prefer to ign ore it. It is this awkward 
geographical an d military relation ship which has 
laid Great Britain open to attack by Russian air- 
power, bombs an d guid ed missiles. 
No m atter how much we may d isagree with 
British policy , this on e fact ex plain s the British 
fears that American policy may lead to World 
W ar III, which the British may n ot be able to 
take. Two un iveral wars have d estroy ed the great 
British Empire an d have d eprived Britain of its 
prime position as lead er amon g all n ation s. A third 
un iversal war could red uce Great Britain to a satel­ 
lite of the victor, if an y . 
Great Britain ’s power was built upon its n avy , 
which kept open the lan es of trad e an d commerce 
for all n ation s. Great Britain is n ow probably the 
third n aval power, the Un ited States bein g first 
an d Sovio4 Russia, secon d . Even if Russian n aval 
power is ex aggerated , the peril is great. 
The British are n ow en gaged in a hot war in 
Malay a. That is an un d ramatic war that d oes n ot 
compete with Korea cr Fren ch In d o-Chin a in the 
n ews. It * is sheer murd er in those swamps. The 
Malay an war pin s d own about 
25,000 British 
troops an d both the British Pacific Fleet an d the 
Far East Air Force. 
The British main tain a con sid erable force in 
Hon gkon g to hold that islan d again st the Chin ese 
Commun ists. If Mao Tze-tun g’s hord es were read y 
to seize Hon gkon g, it would n ot be a d ifficult task. 
Hon gkon g is n ot easy tc d efen d as the Japan ese 
proved in the last war. 
The British also hold a territory kn own as 
Kowloon , which is actually on the Chin ese main ­ 
lan d . It i» an almost impossible area to hold again st 
million s of Chin ese who live in Hon gkon g an d 
Kowloon . Yet, they have man aged to keep both, 
possibly by their temporizin g policy , which has, to 
the Chin ese Commun ists, the virtue of an open 
d oor to the n on -Russian world . 
The British are in Korea where by the en d of 
1952, they had suffered about 3,500 casualties. 
They have troops in German y , in Austria, an d in 
the Mid d le East. 
The poin t of all this is that the British are 
con vin ced that they are d oin g about as much as 
their population an d their red uced resources will 
permit. They d esire that American s un d erstan d 
that their problems are d ifferen t from ours; that 
they n o lon ger con trol colon ies but are a member 
of a Common wealth of Nation s, the members of 
which are n ot boun d by British d ecision s. 
For in stan ce, In d ia, which is a member of the 
Commomvealth, has ad opted a position of n eutral­ 
ity between the Un ited States an d Soviet Russia 
even in the m atter of thff1 Korean War. Every 
question of policy has to be referred to each of the 
Common wealth n ation s for its own d ecision s. The 
British Empire, which in two wars d rew troops 
from In d ia, can n o lon ger d raw on an y Common ­ 
wealth n ation , each d ecid in g w hat it will d o in an y 
situation . 
Within Great Britain there is n o un an imity of 
opin ion as to the relation s with the Un ited States. 
TTie left win g Laboritcs, led by An eurin Bevan , are 
d efin itely an ti-American . 
They are opposed 
to 
capitalism, particularly the American ty pe. The 
Churchill govern men t’s m ajority in Parliam en t is 
n arrow an d moves carefully , lest a chan ge of gov­ 
ern m en t brin g Bevan in to power, which, from the 
American stan d poin t, could bo catastrophic. 
Ad d ed to Bevan is a sizable Commun ist con ­ 
tin gen t. 
As in the Un ited States. Commun ist 
stren gth is n ot measurable in term s of party mem­ 
bers, but in the stren gth of the fellow-travellers, 
particularly amon g the in tellectuals wfho accept 
the d octrin e of co-ex isten ee as correct. That is, 
tired of war, which cost Great Britain so much 
m aterially an d even more in train ed an d ed ucated 
man power, these in tellectuals prefer to accept 
peace with Russia in whatever form it may come. 
Thus, they often accept more hopefully than is 
realistically correct an y suggestion from Russia 
that gives the impression that peace is immed iate­ 
ly possible. 
The ten d en cy toward n eutralism in British pub­ 
lic opin ion can n o more be ign ored by American 
statesm en than by the British govern men t. An 
overturn of govern men t could prod uce a formal 
acceptan ce of n eutralism at the wron g time. To 
avoid just that the Churchill an d Ed en govern ­ 
men t evad es a showd own .

Notwithstan d in g all that the American H eart 
Association has taught us about heart d isease, there 
is still the impression that on ce an in d ivid ual is 
kn own to have heart d isease, he must spen d the 
remain in g weeks or mon ths as an in valid , his d ay s 
of usefuln ess an d as a bread win n er bein g behin d 
him. 
It is n 6t surprisin g, therefore, that the Ameri­ 
can H eart Association , by booklets an d leaflets 
w’ritten by oustan d in g heart specialists, is n ow 
pourin g this literature in to the offices of phy sician s 
remin d in g them that a person with heart d isease is, 
in the majority of cases, capable of earn in g a whole 
or partial livin g; is, therefore, a useful member of 
the commun ity , an asset an d n ot a liability . 
Thus in a broad attack upon miscon ception s that 
keep man y capable heart patien ts out of jobs, the 
American Heart Association tod ay laun ched an 
in ten sive three-fold ed ucation al d rive amon g heart 
patien ts, in d ustrial employ ers an d phy sician s to 
spur the employ men t of workers with heart d is­ 
ease. They are issuin g three booklets en titled 
“Facts About Employ men t an d H eart Disease.” 
“Return in g Card iacs (heart patien ts) to Work,” 
an d “Those Han d s Are Able.” 
The fact is emphasized , an d it n eed s empha­ 
sizin g. that a large n umber of heart patien ts can 
an d d o work, an d that when a patien t is “selec­ 
tively ” placed in a job an d proper med ical super­ 
vision is provid ed , con tin ued employ men t is possi­ 
ble without harmful effect. The facts as outlin ed 
in the booklets show that man y heart patien ts can 
work at man y kin d s of jobs on an equal footin g 
with n ormal, healthy workers. 
It is poin ted out to employ ers an d the families 
of heart patien ts that the soon er the heart patien t 
gets back on the job, the better he’ll feel an d the 
better he’ll work. An d when the heart patien t is 
an x ious about his ability to work an d his safety , 
heart association s are en couragin g the use of “shel­ 
tered workshops” to help heart patien ts in crease 
their con fid en ce an d work capacity , so that they 
can later take jobs in in d ustry the same as those 
without heart d isease.

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ATOMIC TEST 
Civil defense authorities could not have 
prepared any better advertisement for the 
urgency of their program than the television 
pictures of the atomic exploson at Yucca 
Flat. Seasoned news commentators, used to 
watching spectacular events, were momen­ 
tarily speechless as the great atomic cloud 
mushroomed skyward over the desert. 
Those who watched the blast on television 
c ould not help but wonder what it would be 
like to be close to such unleased destruction. 
Viewers must also have remembered, with 
some misapprehension, that this was an 
atomic bomb and not nearly so destructive 
as a hydrogen bomb would be. 
If America can build and maintain its 
.strength a modern war in which such 
weapons would be employed may be avoided. 
Our strength will depend on our military and 
naval forces. But it will also depend on the 
preparedness and the morale of our civilian 
population. 
Civilian 
preparedness 
means 
Civil Defense. 
One could not watch the drama unfold 
without becoming prayerful. Here was a 
mighty force set in motion by man. It could 
some day be used as power for his machines, 
as energy to build an even greater civiliza­ 
tion. At present, however, it is a weapon 
w hich could conceivably.destroy a great part 
of civilization. May its potential for evil soon 
vanish along with hate from the hearts of 
men! 


THE BRITISH BURDEN 
•The broad problem of w ar th at we m ust face 
requires an analysis of the position of G reat B ritain, 
which is the principal Am erican m ilitary base in 
Europe. Some 
British 
resent 
this 
tact; 
many 
Am ericans prefer to ignore it. It is this aw kw ard 
geographical and m ilitary relationship which has 
laid G reat B ritain open to attack by Russian air- 
power, bombs and guided missiles. 
No m atter how much we may disagree with 
British policy, this one fact explains the British 
foal’s th at American policy may lead to W orld 
W ar III, which the British may not bt able to 
take. Two uni vend w ars have destroyed the great * 
B ritish Em pire and have deprived B ritain of its 
prime position as leader among all nations. A third 
universal w ar could reduce G reat B ritain to a satel­ 
lite of the victor, if any. 
G reat B ritain's power was built upon its navy, ( 
which kept open the lanes of trade and commerce 
for all nations. G reat B ritain is now probably the 
third naval power, the United S tates being first 
and Soviu* Russia, second. Even if Russian naval 
power is exaggerated, the peril is great. 
The British are now engaged in a hot w ar in 
Malax a. T hat is an undram atic w ar that does not i 
compete w ith Korea c r French Indo-China in the 
news. It is sheer m urder in those swamps. The 
M alayan w ar 
pins down 
about 
25,000 B ritish 
troops and both the B ritish Pacific Fleet and the 
F ar East Air Force. 
The B ritish m aintain a considerable force in 
Hongkong to hold that island against the Chinese 
Communists. If Mao Tze-tung’s hordes were ready I 
to seize Hongkong, it would not be a difficult task. I 
Hongkong is not easy to defend as the Japanese 
proved in the last war. 
The British also hold a territo ry known as 
Kowloon, which is actually on the Chinese main- ' 
land. It i» an almost impossible area to hold against i 
millions of Chinese who live in Hongkong and I 
Kowloon. Yet, they have m anaged to keep both. I 
possibly by their tem porizing policy, which has. to 
the Chinese Communists, the virtue of an open 
door to the non-Russian world. 
The British are in Korea where by the end of J 
1932, they had suffered about 3.500 casualties. 
They have troops in Germ any, in A ustria, and in 
the Middle East. 
The point of all this is th at the British are 
convinced th at they are doing about as much as 
their population and their reduced resources will 
perm it. They desire that Am ericans understand 
that their problems are different from ours; th at 
they no longer control colonies but are a m em ber 
of a Commonweal»h of Nations, the m em bers of 
which are not bound by B ritish decisions. 
F or instance, India, which is a m em ber of the j 
Commonwealth, has adopted a position of neutral- j 
ity between the United S tates and Soviet Russia 
even in the m atter of tW* Korean W ar. Every i 
question of policy has to bo ref erred to each of the ; 
Com m onwealth nations for its own decisions. The , 
B ritish Em pire, which in two w ars drew troops 
from India, can no longer draw on any Common­ 
w ealth nation, each deciding w hat it will do in any 
situation. 
W ithin G reat B ritain there is no unanim ity of 
opinion as to the relations w ith the United States.

SEWARD’S VISION 
Although statehood for Alaska is not 
likely at this session of Congress it seems 
inevitable that Alaska will become a state in 
time. It has proved its value to the United 
States and has justified the vision of Secre­ 
tary of State William Seward, who risked 
ridicule to negotiate 
its 
purchase 
from 
Russia in 1867. 
On March 30, 1867, the United States and 
Russia agreed to terms of a treaty which 
provided for the sale of Alaska, then owned 
by Russia, to the United States for $7,200,- 
000. Opponents of the move called the pur­ 
chase “Steward’s folly,” and talked of the 
newly acquired territory as a tract of worth­ 
less frozen land. 
The purchase of Alaska proved to be one 
of the wisest moves ever made by an Ameri­ 
can secretary of state. Its wealth in re­ 
sources more than repaid the purchase price 
in a few years. 
With Alaska in the hands 
of the United States the influence of Euro­ 
pean power on this continent dwindled. 
It is hard to predict exactly when Alaska 
will come into the union as a state. At pres­ 
ent it is likely that Hawaii will be admitted 
first. But when Alaska finally is admitted it 
will be the historical vindication of the vision 
of William Seward.

\ into a garage and began taking it 
apart to see what made it work. 
Since then Fairchild invested or 
pioneered in the development of 
i the aerial cam era, the modern 
! cabin airplane, cargo aircraft, the 
j first folding wing airplane, the 
autom atic 
newspaper 
engraving 
plant, recording equipm ent, and 
the atom ic engine. 
Today he heads four big firms, 
holds directorships in four more. 
and is active in exploiting prod- 
: ucts in half a dozen fields. 
A big handsome man of .">6. he 
looks like a youthful 40, dresses 
carelessly, enioys a 14-hour work 
day. 
He reads Ta technical jour­ 
nals a m onth to keep informed. 
Pleasure In Problem* 
“I've tried canned fun—things 
like vacations and fishing trips 
th at are supposed to relax you— 
but they don't do th at for me.” 
he said.

to put in b etter beds.” 
He is also toying with the idea 
of building garages on the ferris 
wheel principle.

TO THE MOMENT OF TRIUMPH

In her usual smoothly polished 
prose, Miss Frankau has giv en a 
picture in this book of the strug­ 
gle of four main characters to tri­ 
umph ov er forces in their own 
natures which seek to destroy 
them; and of their courageous ef­ 
forts to throw off the domination 
! of a fifth character. 
As the story starts, it seems to 
be merely a sophisticated tale 
about a group of wealthy , spoiled 
people with v ery little purpose in 
life ex cept to escape boredom. The 
first scene shows some of them on 
a lux ury liner leav ing New York, 
bound for England. Chief among 
these is Sir J . G. Baron, highly 
successful 
newspaper 
publisher, 
surrounded by ev idences of his 
w e a l t h and power - prominent 
friends, secretaries, and y oung sat­ 
ellites who serv e him. J . G. is a 
small, 
pompous man who has 
risen from lowly origins in Roch­ 
ester, N. Y., by ruthless, high­ 
handed means and by twice mar­ 
ry ing into good familiesA-ftrst to 
Celia’s mother, who left him when 
Celia was nine; then after her 
death to brilliant, gay , unfaithful 
“ Kit” who gav e him Tobias and 
Liz and died when Liz was a baby 
—to British knighthood and a 
high place in the world of journal­ 
ism. Insincere and ov erwhelming­ 
ly hy pocritical, he dominated his 
children and his subordinates by 
fear. He could be kind and cruel 
by turns and kept those around 
him in a constant ferment of 
dread of his unpredictable moods.

ellites who serve him. 
J. G. is a 
small, 
pompous 
man 
who 
has 
risen from lowly origins in Roch­ 
ester, N. Y.. by ruthless, high­ 
handed means and by twice m ar­ 
rying into good families*~first to 
Celia's mother, who left him when 
Celia was nine; then after her 
| death to brilliant, gay, unfaithful 
“K it” who gave him Tobias and 
Liz and died when Liz was a baby 
—to British knighthood and a 
high place in the world of journal­ 
ism. Insincere and overwhelming­ 
ly hypocritical, he dominated his 
children and his subordinates by 
fear. He could be kind and cruel

The apathy toward the Driscoll 
program appeared to spring from 
two sources: 
1. The normal reaction a gover­ 
nor can expect during his last 
year in office. 
2. An attitude of watchful wait­ 
ing for the outcome of a legisla­ 
tive investigation into the firing 
of Crime Investigator Nelson F. 
Stam ler 
by 
Attorney 
General 
Parsons. 
Driscoll accepts No. I some­ 
what, but feels his program de­ 
serves legislative approval none­ 
theless. 
Of No. 2, there is little or noth­ 
ing Driscoll can do about it. Like 
everyone else in the party, the 
governor knows the inquiry can 
have repercussions on the April 
21 primary election and in the 
more important campaign for gov­ 
ernor that follows. 
Significant Bill* Okayed 
Three significant bills received 
legislative approval, two of them 
going to the governor for his sig­ 
nature. 
The two on Driscoll’s desk are: 
1. A bill transferring responsi­ 
bility for a proposed Cape May to 
Lewes. Dell., ferry from the high­ 
way department to the Highlaw 
authority, which was formed to 
construct and operate the Garden 
State Parkway from Bergen Coun­ 
ty to Cape May. 
2. A bill requiring a special li­ 
censed for operators of 
trailer 
trucks. 
Driscoll has said modern 
heavy transportation trucks re­ 


quire special knowledge to operate 
safely. 
The bill would require a 
special 
examination 
for 
drivers 
seeking trailer truck licenses. 


Would Amend Licencing 
The other bill was one that 
amends the pre>ent law on chiro­ 
practic licensing. 
It was passed 
by the Assembly and sent to the 
Senate, which had a bill of its 
own. Tho Assembly bill vva^ drawn 
up by the State Medical Board in 
cooperation with tho Dopratment 
of Health. 
Among provisions, the 


bill specifies a. written examina­ 
tion for a license. 
One group of chiropractors in 
the state is violently opposed to 
the bill on grounds it is sponsored 
by tho medical profession in an ef­ 
fort to hamstring chiropractors. 
Senate President David Young, 
III < R. Morris I. sponsor of the 
Senate bill, said his proposal “does 
not have
